Andrew Johnson, Captain Peake was ap- 
pointed postmaster, succeeding John 
Kyan, and held the office until loheved 
bj Capt \V. J Usrey. He was also a 
railroad contractor, building part of the 
St Louis branch of the Wabaah road.and 
also p irt of the Peona, Decatur i. Evans 
\ ille road 
For nearly ten years his sick- 


ness lias incapacitated him for business 


The deceased leaves a widow, his sec
